To Hon., William L. Wilson sud others, commit-

GexTLEMEN—In responding to your for-

mal notification of my nomination to the
Presidency by the national Democraoy, 1
hope I may be permitied to say st the out-
set that continued reflection and observa-*
tion have confirmed we in my adherencs to
tiie opinions which I have heretofore plain-
l¥ aud publicly declared touching the ques-
tions involved in the canvass

This is o time, above all others, when
these questions should be considered in the
light afiorded by a sober apprebension of
the principles upon which our Government
is based, and a clear understanding of the
reintion it bears to the people for whose
benefit it was created. We shall thus be
supplied with a test by which the value of
any proposition relating tothe maintenance
aud administration of our Government can
be uscertnined, and by which the justice
and honesty of every politieal question caa
be judged
Fulse Theories Denominated Mischlevous.

1l doeirines or theories are presented
which do not satisfy this test, loyal Amer-
feonism must prooounce them false and
mischievous. The protection of the people
in the exclusive use snd enjorment of
thewr property and earnings copcededly
constitutes the especial purpose and mission
of our tree Goverument. This design is so
interwoven with the structurs of our plsn
of rule that failure to protect the citizen in
such use and enjoyment, or their unjustifi-
able diminution by the Government itself,
is & betrayal of the people’s trust.

We have, however, undertaken to build
a great nation upon & plan especially onr
own, To maintain it and to furnish through
fts agency the measns for the accomplish-
ment of national objects, the Ameriean
people are willing through Federal taxation
to surrender a part of their earnings and
ineome.

Tarifl' legisiation presents & familiar form
of Federal taxation, Such legislation re-
sults 88 surely in & tax uoon the daily life
of our peovle as the tribute paid directly
into the hand of the taxpatherer. We
feel the burden of these tariff taxes too
palpably to be persuaded by any sophistry
that they do not exist orare paid by foreign-
s FProperty Rights of the People,

Suoh taxes, representing a diminution of
the property rights of the people, are only
Justifiable when laid and eollected for the
purpose of mainisining onr Government
and furnishing the means for the ac-
ecompiishment of its legitimate purposes
and functions This is taxation nnder the
operation of & tariff for revenue. “ It accords
with the professions of American free insti-
tutions, and its justice and bonesty answer
the test supplied by % correot appreciation
of the prineiples upon which these insti-
tutions rest.

This theory of tariff legislation mani-
festly enjoins strict economy in publie ex-
penditures ana their limitation to legiti-
mate public uses, inasmuch as it exbibits as
absolute extortion any exaction, by way of
taxation, from the substance of the people,
bevond the necessities of a earetul and
proper siministration of Government.

Opposed to this theory the dogma is now
boldly presented that tariff taxation is
justifiable for the express purpose and in.
tent of thereby promoting especial interests
and enterprises  Such a propesition is so
clearly contrary to the spirit of our consti-
tution and so directly encourages the dis-
turbance by se lfishuess and greed of patri-
otic sentiment, thalt its siatement would
rudely shock our people, it they had not
aiready been insidiously allured from the
snfe landmarks of principle.

Grover's Arguments Against Protection,

Never has honest desire for national
growth, patriotic devotion to the country
anid sincere regard for those who toil been
go beiraved to the support of & pernicions
dovirine, In its bebalf, the ples that our

infant industries should be fostered did ser-
vice until discredited by our stalwart
growth; then followed the exigencies of &
terrible wur which made our people jheed-
less of the opportunities for wulterior
schemes afforded by their willing snd
patriotie payment of unprecedented tribute,
and now, after a long period of peace, when
our overburdened countrymen ask for relief
and a restoration to a tuller enfoyment of
their meomes aud earninge, they are met by
the claim that tariff taxation forthe sake of
protection is an American system, the con-
tinnanee of which is necessary in order that
high wages may be paid to our workingmen
and a home market be provided for our
farm products

These pretenses should no longer de-
ceiva. The truth is that such a system
is directly antagonized by every sentiment
of justioe and tairness of which Americans
are pre-eminently proud. It isalso true
that while our workingmen and farmers
‘can, the least of all our people, defend
themselves against the harder home life
whieh such tariff taxation decrees, the work-
ingman, suflering from the importation and
employment of pauper labor instigated by
his professed friends, and secking seourity
for his Interests in organized co-operation,
still waits for a division of the advantages
secured to his employer under cover of a
generous solicitude for his wages, while the
farmer is learning that the prices of his
prodnets are fixed in foreign markets, where
he suffers from & competition invited and
built up by the sysiem he is asked to snp-
port.

Fear of Corrnption by Big Conceasions.

The struggle for unearned advantage at
the doors of the Government tramples on
the rights of those who patiently rely upon
rssurances ol American equality, Every
Goverument coneession to elamorous favor-
ftes invites corruption in political affairs by
encouraging the expenditure of money to
debauch suffrage in support of & poliey di-
rectly favorsble to private and selfish gain.
This in the end must strangle patriotism and
weaken popular confidence in the rectitude
of republican institutions

Thouglithe subject of tarifl legislation in-
volves a question of markets, it also in-
volves a question of morals We csan
with impunity permit injustice to taint
spirit of right and equity which is the Iife
of our republic, and we shall fail to reach
our national destiny if greed and selfishness
lead the way.

Recognizing thess truths, the National
Democracy will seek by the application of
just and sound principles to equalize to our
people the blessings due them from the
Government they support, to promote
among our eountrymen s closer community
of interests, cemented by patriotism sod
natiogal pride, aud to point out a fair ficld,
where prosperous and diversified Ameriona
enterprise may grow and thrive in the
wholesome atmosphere of American in.
dustry, ingenuity and intelligence.

The Tarlll Heformer on Deck Again.

Tariff reform is still our purpose. Though
we oppose the theory that tariff laws may
be passed, having for their object the grant-
ing ot discriminating and unfair Govern-
mental aid to private vantures, we wage no
exterminating war against sny Amerioan
interests. We believe n readjustment can
be aceomplished in secordance with the
privciples we profess, without disaster or
demolition. We believe that the advant-
ages of freer raw material should be so-
corded to our meanufacturers, and wg con-
template & fair and careftl distribution of
necessury tarifl burdens, rather than the
precipitation of free trade,

We anticipate with calmness the misrep-
resentation of our motives and purposes,
instigated by a selfishvess whioch seeks to
hold in unrelenting grasp its unfair advan-
tage under the present tariff laws, We
will rely upen the intelligence of our fel-
low ecountrymen to rejeot the charge that a
party comprising s majority of our people
is planning the desgnotion or injury of
American interests; and we know they can-
not bé frightened by the specter of impossi-
ble tree trade.

Foree Bills Denounced, of Conrse.

The sdministration and mansgement of
our Government depend upon popular will
Federal power is the instrument of that
will—not its master. Therefore the at-
tempt of the opponents of Democracy to
interfare with and control the sufirage of
the States through Federal agencies devel-
ope & design which no explanation can miti-
gate to reverse the fundamental and safe
relations between the people” snd their
Government., Such an attempt cannot fail
to be regarded by thoughtful men as proof
of & bold determination to secure the as-
cendaoey of a discredited party in reckless
disregard of a free expression of the popu-
lar will. To resist such a scheme is an im-
pulse ot Demoorsoy.

At all times and in all places we trust
the people. Asagainst a disposition to
foree the way to Federal power, we present
to them, ss our claim to their confidence
and support, a steady championship of
their rights.

Sound and Honest Money Needfol. -

The people are entitled to sound and
houest mooey, abundantly sofficient in vol-
ume to supply their business needs. But
whatever may bd the form of the people’s
currency, national or state—whether gold,
silver or paper—it should be so regulatea
and guarded by governmental eetion, or by
wise and careful laws, that no one can be
deluded as to the certainty and stability of
its yalve. Every dollar put into the hands
of the people should be of the same intrin.
se value or purchasing power. With this
condition absolutely guaranteed, both gold
and silver can be sately utilized upon equal
terms in the adjustment of our carrency.

In dealing with this sobject no selfish
scheme should be allowed to intervene and
no doubtful experiment should be attempted.
‘Fhe wants of our people, arising from the
deficiency or imperfect distribution of
money cireulation, ought be fully and
hon estly recognized and efficiently remedied,
1t should, however, be constantly remem.
bered that the inconvenience or loss that
might srise from such & situation can be
much essier borne than the universal dis
tress which must follow & discredited
currency. e

Public Office Still & Pablic Trust.

Public officials are the ts of the
people. It is therefore their duty to secure
tor those whom they represent the best and
most efficient performance of public work,
This plsinly can be best accomplished by

asocertained fitness in the selection

of Goverument employes. These considers-
tions slone are s oiyanl. ustification for an
honest adherence to the
civil service reform. There are, however,
other festures of this plan which abun-
dantly commend it.

GAMBLE WERS
JEWELS FOUND

Sensational Arrests Growing
Out of the Superintend-
ent’s Death. -

A PLEA OF PERSECUTION

[ ——

Made by Mrs. Henry Marsh When
Apprehended at Stapleton, 8 L

Her Companion, James Molntosh, Also
Arrested—Each Held in 85,000 Ball to
Awsalt Requisition Papers—Already
Indioted for Larceny by tha Allagheny
County Grand Jury—Handsome Fur-
niture Creates a Beneation in a Poor
Neaighborhood—The Mystery Around
Gamble Weir's Death as Dark as Ever
—Chemist Blanck Carries the Becret
With Him to Europe.

Interest in the death of Gamble Welr,
the late popular police superiniendent, was
revived last night by the arrest in New
York of Mre. Henry Marsh and James Mo
Intosh. A sensation was oaused a few
months sgo by the announcement that
Gamble Weir had been iurdered and
that poison had been wused to kill
bim. There were pointed intimations and
surmises as to who was guilty of the alleged
erime, but friends of the dead man who had
announced their beliet that he had been
murdered made no formal charges against
the snspected persona
. Although they have mads publio no tan-
gible evidence to support their theory, they
still maintain that Gamble Weir wan the
vietim of a plot. One link in the evidence
which they claim to have, become public
through the investigation by Chemist Hugo
Blanck, of the dead man's stomach,

The Result of the Autopsy Untold.

What the result of that investigation was

is not known, unless to County Commis.
sioner Weir, brather of the deceased, who
declines to tell. Prof. Blanck is now in
Europe on a vacation trip,
' Mrs. Marsh, who is under arrest in New
York, is charged with laresny. Harry O
Fehl, administrator of Gamble Weir's es
tate, went on to New York on Sunday, ac-
companied by a detective, armed with an
indietment, it ia said, quietly procured
through the grand jury in this county some
time ago,

Mre Marsh is the woman who lived in
Gamble Weir's house on Cliff street where
he boarded. She has a husband and &
daughter 10 yeara old. Her husband is still
here. In company with James McIntosh,

who is a. brakeman on a rapid
transit  line there, Mrs. Marsh was
arrested st Stapleton, Staten Island,

a few miles from New York City. She left
this city about six weeks ago with- her
daughter, going direct to Tottenville, near
Stapleton. At Tottenville, aecording to a
telegram from that city last night, Mre
Marsh and MeIntosh maintained the rela-
tionship of friends
Their Furniture Excited Comment.

Three weeks ago Melntosh informed his
employers that his wife was coming from
Pittsburg with his furniture. The furnitore
reached Stapleton two weeks ago und the
couple took up their residence at 100 Beach
gtreet there.

After the arrest a search warrant was
secured and the house ocoupied by Me-
Intosh and Mrs, Marsh was search Iy
was stated that considerable jewelry and
diamonds belonging to Gamble Weir were
fornd. From what can be learned this is
what the arrest was made for.

Sleeve Buttons Taken From the Corpse.

When Gawmble Weir's body was exhumed
after being buried nearly three months, a
nir of vnf'alble sleeve buttons, whieh had
Eeen origiually placed in his ecuffs, were
found {o have been replaced with a cheap
puir of brass ones.

ELOPED WITH HIS GREARDMOTHER.,

A Twenty-Five-Year-Old Barber Leaves His
Wife for n Woman of Seventy.

BUuFPALO, Sept. 26. —Albert Wirtman, a
barber 25 years old, has left the eity with
his grandmother, Mrs, Goorge Wirlman,
who is nearly 70 years old, but wealthy.
Wirtman, though married and the father of
two small children, is said to have been
possessed of a fascination for his grand-
mother and her money. She lived in this
city in a handsome house on Wijliam street,

HIS SON RESISTS THE ATTACK

And Shoots Two Men, One of Them the

UNIONTOWN, Sept, 26.—After resting in
comparstive quiet for some weeks the
Cooley gang perpetrated another robbery
Saturday night. Jacob Prinkey, a staid
old farmer, 62 years of age, who lives up in
the mountain about 20 miles east of town,
came to town this afternoon and related the
following:

““While I and my family were seated in
our quiet house Saturday night we were
alaormed to hear a number of men spring
upon the porch. An instant later
the door was opened and five
masked men rushed into the house
My son suspeoted robbers and seized his
revolver at the first sound. When the out-
laws broke in the door he fired af them.
The bullet struek one man and set his
clothes on fire, and another man behind
him was strnck and knocked down. I be-
lieve he was seriously wounded, for the

‘other men carried bim outside and left him

in charge of two guards. 1 think this must
have been the leader, Frank Cooley, for
the other members of the Elniwen very
much exeited and worried when he fell, and
were very kind in their attentions to him.
The band returned to the house and bound
my son to a chuir. While they were en-
gagedfin thiy I got & Winchester rifle, and
was just in the act of firing at them when
Ramsey seized me and wrested the gun
from me, They then bound me to the

**At the point of a revolver they com-
pelled the women, who were frantic with
fright, to go to the eellar snd get them
something to eat, and also forced them to
make & bread poultice, which they applied
to the wound of their suffering comrade, who
was now weakening from the loss of blood.
